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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This Office Action is in response to the Amendment submitted 19 March 2007. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8-14, and 16-20 have been presented for examination. Claims 7 and 15 have been

cancelled. 

Respons e to Amendment 

3. Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is 
persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

4. The term "but" in claim 9 is unclear, and the Examiner suggests that it be replaced with the term

"and". 

CMj^ ejections - 3 5 USC S 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions 
and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-14, and 16-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The Examiner asserts that the current state of the claim language 
is such that a reasonable interpretation of the claims would not result in any useful, concrete or tangible 
product. 

i. Claim 1 is directed to a domain-crossing verifier. This claimed subject matter lacks a 
practical application of a judicial exception (law of nature, abstract idea, naturally 
.occurring article/phenomenon) since it fails to produce a useful, concrete and 
tangible result. Specifically, the claimed subject matter does not produce a tangible 
result because the claimed subject matter fails to produce a result that is limited to 
having real world value rather than a result that may be interpreted to be abstract in 
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nature as, for example, a thought, a computation, or manipulated data. More 
specifically, the claimed subject matter provides for a design scanner, a delay 
randomizer, a delay applicator, and an inputted chip design that can be simulated. 
This produced result remains in the abstract and, thus, fails to achieve the required

status of having real world value. 

ii. Claim 9 is directed to simulating domain-crossing signals. This claimed subject 
matter lacks a practical application of a judicial exception (law of nature, abstract 
idea, naturally occurring article/phenomenon) since it fails to produce a useful, 
concrete and tangible result. Specifically, the claimed subject matter does not 
produce a tangible result because the claimed subject matter fails to produce a result 
that is limited to having real world value rather than a result that may be interpreted 
to be abstract in nature as, for example, a thought, a computation, or manipulated 
data. More specifically, the claimed subject matter provides for simulating a design 
and reporting simulation results to a user. However, giving the term "reporting" its 
broadest reasonable interpretation allows the produced result remains in the abstract 
and, thus, fails to achieve the required status of having real world value. 

iii. Claim 19 is directed to a domain-crossing signal verifier. This claimed subject matter 
lacks a practical application of a judicial exception (law of nature, abstract idea, 
naturally occurring article/phenomenon) since it fails to produce a useful, concrete 
and tangible result. Specifically, the claimed subject matter does not produce a 
tangible result because the claimed subject matter fails to produce a result that is 
limited to having real world value rather than a result that may be interpreted to be 
abstract in nature as, for example, a thought, a computation, or manipulated data. 
More specifically, the claimed subject matter provides means for simulating a design

and reporting simulation results to a user. However, giving the term "reporting" its 
broadest reasonable interpretation allows the produced result remains in the abstract 
and, thus, fails to achieve the required status of having real world value. 
All other claims are rejected by virtue of their dependency. 

Allowable Su bject Matter 

6. Claims 1-6, 8-14, and 16-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome claim 
objections and the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 101, set forth in this Office action. The following is an 
Examiner's statement of Reasons for Allowance:

Regarding claims 1: 

The prior art of record does not disclose a delay randomizer that multiples a random binary 
number by a period of the second clock to generate the second delay. 

Dependent claims 2-6 and 8 are deemed allowable as depending from independent claim 1. 

Regarding claims 9: 

The prior art of record does not disclose inserting an added delay by comprising multiplying a 
binary random number with the period of the second clock to generate the added delay. 

Dependent claims 10-14 and 16-18 are deemed allowable as depending from independent claim 

9. 

Regarding claims 19: 

The prior art of record does not disclose a delay randomizer that multiples a random binary 
number by a period of the second clock to generate the randomized delay. 

Dependent claim 20 is deemed allowable as depending from independent claim 19.
